As 
you may be aware there is a primary school two blocks away from this location and we (community stakeholders) are in 
need of a resolution for the safety and well being of our community. 


Lastly, please let us know what your thoughts are on the vegetation overgrowth and dumping at the alley between 
Temple & Court Streets and Bonnie Brea & Burlington (across from the new apartment complex Alexan). The 










overgrowth has been at this site for more than 10 months and we are seeking for these areas to be cleaned up to deter 
vagrancy.
